Transit Negotiations 


On 3lst October 1984 the City and A T U, Local 1572 met in 
Post Mediation. It was the 14th meeting of the 1984 round 
of bargaining with that Union. 


Throughout the course of the day on the 3lst, discussions 
continued through the Mediator. 


Following lengthy discussion the parties signed a 
Memorandum of Agreement at approximately 2:00am, lst 
November 1984. 


The major issues resolved at the meeting were: 


1) A reduction in Probationary Wages for new Operators 
which could result in a saving to the City of over 
$165,000 during the next year if hiring continues at 
normal levels. 


2) A premium of 1/4 regular rate per hour for Operators 
required to work Split Shifts in excess of 10 1/2 


hours. 


3) Preservation of language in the Collective Agreement 
which would allow the City to use Part Time and 
Temporary staff if necessary.

(contd) 4th November 1984. 


The proposed settlement is for one (1) year with a 5% wage 
adjustment. The total compensation increase (wages plus 
benefits) is 4.51%. The cost of legislated eating periods 
is not included in that figure. 


RECOMMENDATION: Whereas the A T U, Local 1572 and the Transit 
Department of the City of Mississauga have entered 
into a Memorandum of Agreement dated 3lst October
